History-Making Cologne Raid Heralds Start Of Systematic Bombings On Hitler’s War Machine 


By DREW MIDDLETON 
London, June 1 (A P )—Germany can be knocked out of 
the war by fall, crushed by huge fleets of American and Brit­ 
ish bombers, air experts predicted today as the German City 
of Cologne lay in flaming ruin under the most devastating 
air raid in history. 
When the RAF sent more than 1,000 bombers with the 
greatest weight of steel and explosive ever borne on wings 
into the Rhineland Saturday night, these sources declared, 
its fliers heralded not only an eventual invasion of Hitler’s 
Europe but also the systematic destruction of his war ma­ 
chine, city by city, factory by factory. 
The RAF continued its offensive 
against the Nazis in daylight today 
with flights of fighters active over 
northern France, apparently con­ 
centrating on the Calais area.

Of

of organization, with the bombers 
'swarming over their targets at six- 
second intervals, made it possible. 
Its paralyzing might was told in 
astronomical figures:

The British said their losses were 
44 planes, picked off by 500 anti­ 
aircraft guns and many night fight­ 
er squadrons.

Some United States air officers 
flew as observers in the raid but air 
sources emphasized that the accom­ 
plishment, which the air ministry 
called “highly successful," was tli’e 
Canterbury Is Target Of Nazi Reprisal Raid 


Canterbury, England, June 1 (AP) 
—Three waves of German air raid­ 
ers, totaling some 25 planes, a t­ 
tacked this ancient cathedral town 
early today with tons of high ex­ 
plosives and incendiaries. 
Several historic buildings were 
wrecked by bombs or fire during the 
raid, which apparently was in re­ 
prisal for the RAF’s devastating a t­ 
tack on Cologne Saturday night. 
Among the buildings hit were two 
churches, two schools, a hotel and 
a newspaper office. 
Many homes 
were wrecked or burned out. 
(An authoritative source in Lon­ 
don said the Canterbury cathedral 
doubtless was one of the German’s 
objectives, but added: “It is not 
proposed to assist the enemy by 


giving any information as to whether 
damage was caused or not.”) 
Scarcely any section of the town 
was missed by the bombers. All the 
fires were under control by day­ 
light, however. 
First official reports said 12 were 
known killed but that other bodies 
might be found. 
The new archbishop of Canter­ 
bury was in the town during the 
raid but he was reported safe. 


Germans Announce Reprisal 
Berlin (From German Broadcasts) 
June I (AP)—German planes struck 
“In reprisal for the terror attack 
by the British air forces on the 
center of the city of Cologne" at many last night, DNB reported. 


Canterbury last night, the German 
high command said today. 
"Thousands of high explosive fire 
bombs” were dropped on the ancient 
city in southeast England and pilots 
observed large fires after the low 
level attacks, the communique said.

holiday death toll in years. 
Only 287 violent deaths were re­ 
ported throughout the United States

mal May week-end. 
Two factors were credited with 
saving many lives, both connected 
with the war effort: Gasoline ra­ 
tioning kept many eastern motorists 
at home, and uninterrupted activity 
in war plants kept many others at 
their machines 
Thus the nation’s highway’s on 
which 308 lives were lost during last 
y e a r ’s three-day observance of 
Memorial Day beginning on Friday, 
claimed less than one-third of that 
toll this year, 102 persons having 
been killed in traffic accidents. 
The same number of drownings 
were reported, and 83 others lost 
their Uves through miscellaneous ac­ 
cidents.
